Instructions for Your General Warranty Deed 


General warranty deeds are the preferred form of conveyance of real estate between individuals 
without any personal ties since, unlike quit claim deeds, general warranty deeds provide certain 
guarantees to the buyer as to the status of the title or as to the seller's legal interest in the 
property. Some covenants commonly found in this type of deed include: 


e the seller is the rightful owner of the property; 

e the seller has the legal right to transfer the property title; 

e the title to the property is free of any liens or claims from a creditor using it as collateral; 
e the property's title will withstand third-party claims to ownership of the property; and 


e the seller is obligated to do whatever is required to validate and protect the buyer's title to the 
property. 


Every deed should be recorded with the appropriate local office, usually called the County 
Recorder's Office or County Clerk's Office. As every county has its own specific filing 
requirements, we recommend contacting your local office to see if it requires any supplemental 
forms, whether or not it has any special requirements you need to complete, and also if you need 
help writing a proper legal description. 


Attaching a Legal Description 


If you choose not to enter a legal description directly in your deed, you will need to locate and 
print a copy of the legal description to attach to your deed before recording it at our county 
office. You should be able to obtain the legal description of your property from the County 
Register or Recorder (often online). The legal description of your property may also be found on 
your land title, tax assessment information, or in your mortgage agreement. 


Note on California's Transfer Tax 


Under California's Documentary Transfer Tax Act (DTTA), a transfer tax may be imposed on 
certain transfers of interests in residential and commercial property. Specifically, the DTTA 
allows for counties and cities to enact ordinances that impose said tax. 


Considering that the amount of tax paid under the DTTA can be substantial, it's recommended 
that it be calculated beforehand. Furthermore, any tax imposed under the DTTA must be paid in 


order to record the deed against which it is levied. 


California also allows for many exceptions to the DTTA's transfer tax, including, among others: 
transfers to secure a debt, such as a deed in trust; transfers in lieu of foreclosure up to the amount 
of the consideration that equals the debt; transfers between spouses in accordance to a divorce or 
separation; transfers of gifts between living persons; and transfers of gifts by death. 


Given its importance, the DTTA's transfer tax and possible exceptions must be considered when 
drafting any deed conveying real property. For additional information on the DTTA and its 
specific exemptions, visit your county's official website. 


Final Steps 


Leave all margins blank. Our general warranty deed sets the margin default sizes at one inch, 
except for the top of the first page, which is three inches to give extra space for official use 
only. Your local office will inform you whether you need to vary these sizes somewhat. 


Do not staple multiple pages together unless your local office specifically permits it. 
All signatures on the document must be originals—not copied, printed, or stamped. 
If the seller is conveying any part of the marital homestead, both spouses must sign. 


In most states, your general warranty deed will be considered effective and executed once it 
has been both signed by the Grantor(s) and also delivered and accepted by the Grantee(s). 
Note: the Grantee normally does not need to sign; however, in a few counties across the 
nation, the Grantee is also required to sign, especially in Kentucky. Be sure to ask your local 
office if you think this might apply to you or you can simply have the Grantee sign it below 
the Grantor's signature anyway, just to be safe. Although recording is not always required, it 
is highly recommended that you do record as soon as possible, because it will protect you 
from potential adverse claims to your title by other parties. Every person listed in the deed 
should receive a copy of the deed and the original should be recorded.
